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Lt. GLYNN KING, Homicide Bureau, Memphis, Tennessee, 
Police Department, was interviewed at the Homicide Bureau, at 
which time he furnished the following Information: 

At approximately 7jl5 p.m. this evening, he was at 
Apartment 5B, 422$ South Main Street, Memphis, and conducted 
a search of this apartment with several other law enforcement 
officers. The search was conducted after it was believed that 
the slayer of Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING JR. had stayed in this 
room. During the course of the search, he obtained a red, 
white and blue stick pin which appeared to be a Disabled Veterans 
pin. The stick pin was located in the top drawer on the left hand 
side of the dresser adjacent to the east wall of Apartment 5B. 

This stick pin was taken to the Homicide Bureau to be retained *: 
as possible evidence. 
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
